In 
Tanzanh and Elsewhere in Africa it seemed to take African economic unity a stage 
futher forward. Unfortunately, political development in Uganda and a tm nber 
unilateral transgression of the treaty by Kenya have put the community in jeot srdy 
The Government is working to overcome the cunent difficulties and to get agret nent 
on tieaty reyisiprt which will enable all partner states to work together cooperat m in 
East Afiijca is needed by the whole continent for a valueable weapon in the fig t for 
greater^ epononiicj development and freedom. But with the very great sadness th it the 
hope of reviving the East Africa community is now a very slight one. 

Motheij colleagoes neither had, nor have, the desire for real cooperation, 
there is still a '.ong way to travel before Africa is liberated. Cooperation with other 
developing countries has increased. With Zambia, Tanzania's communication links 
has been multiplied since 1967. The road to the border has been realigned ind 
macadainisedipii now of the best and strongest roads in the country which is heipftil 
to the piopkjs Sh Southern Tanzania as well as to the neighbour. The jointly-owned 
oil pipejne has helped Zambia to with stand the Smith regime's counter-attack 
against ir.ee Africa through that front line states. And die Uhuru Railway also jointly 
owned lay Zambia and Tanzania was opened in 1976 although construction only 
began in 1970. Wti this every important Inter- African link that are greatly indebted to 
the Goy smment and peoples in China who made an interest-free loan and provided 
all the technicians and engineer needed for this major undertaking. The Railway has 
already provided; greater economic security to Zambia and therefore greater security 
for the freedom of the country. It provides an opportunity for an almost limitless 
expansion of trade between the two countries. And it also opens up large areas of 
Tanzania for economic development. New trading opportunities have been created 
also by the independence of Mozambique and the links are being fostered by a 
jointed Tanzania/Mozambique economic commission. A similar joint coinmission 
exist between Tanzania and India for realised that some of the manufactured goods 
and used to buy from the developed world can be obtained more cheaply from India. 
This kind of reorientation of trade is an advantage to the third world as a whole as 
well for lit makes the poor countries less dependent on the rich states. And with 
China, Tanzania's economic links are constantly being strengthened. 

i [There has been something of a fall in tne number of Chinese good's sold in 
this country now that the commodity credit connected with the railway has been. 

But this merely enables re-arrangement of our trade and other links on a 
basis. The jointly owned Tanzania-China shipping line is operational 




Tanzania has also been working on a multilateral basis with other third-world 
countries in dealing with the developed world. Tte "Group of 44" which negotiated 
the agreement with the European economic community was able to obtained on ifs 
own. And the "Group of 77" (which really involves more developed countries than 
that). Tanzania has been able to work in unity with other exploited nations to fight for 
a new international economic order. As a result, this demand is no longer a dream, it 
is now a matter of world politics.

As the 'most malay people say, because the water is calm do not think there 
are no crocodiles : below. The protection of human nghts still nebulous in Malaysia 
when Internal Security Act (ISA) emerged and defiled the Constitutional Authority 
System which forced prisoner into "Capital Punishment" were classified it for 
country's security (ISA - originally to handle communist threat). The appearance of 
ISA actually brings immediate danger for the people safety and of course to refuged 
the Government only. In other cases, The Printing Presses and Publications Act fire 
clearly irjvaded ! human rights when every print or electronic: media lias regularly 
restrict the space to write freely. How they can voice out their opinions and how 
peoples #ui get a detail explanation? Thafs why we can see only a good news of 
Government were obtainable on the media. Even some independent journalist in pro- 
Govemment/pro-opposition party newspapers had published in Malaysia such like 
Harakah, Bebas, Detik, etc. But the Government assaulted every group of journalist 
under ISA because of promoting pro-reform movement.

CfflSM: ITS PHILOSOPHY AND IDEAL 



- Peter Krjipotkui (1842-1921), a Russian prince who had been trained for the army, 
became il prorriinent figure in the proletarian movement of the nineteenth and eariy 
twentieth centuries. His first association with workers occurred in 1872 when he 
joined ni International Workingmen's Association at Geneva. Tnis group was not 
radical enough to fit in with Kropotkin's ideals, however, and he finally associated 
himself With the Anarchist movement. Originally, this group had favoured the 
immediajte destruction of state insitutions and the substitution in their place of 
entirely i i ee co-poeration among individuals, group, and areas. Under the influence of 
Marxian or "scientific socialism," however, anarchism moved gradually, in the 
direction of a communistic society. It was with this trend that Kropotkin associated 
himself. He believed that a new society could be constructed on the ruins of the state 
- a society composed of the community voluntarily co-operating on a high moral 
level and for the common good of all. In 1896 he published his concepts in 
Anarchism, it's Philosophy and Ideal, from which the following is taken. 

UNDERTHE NAME ANARCHY, A NEW INTERPRETATION OF THE PAST and 
present life of society arises at the same time a forecast as regerd ifs future... It seeks 
the most complete development of individuality combined with the highest 
development of voluntary association in all its aspects, in all possible degrees, for all 
3le aims; ever changing, ever modified associations which carry in 



t 



themselves the elements of their durability and constantly assume new forms which 
answer best to the multiple aspirations cf all... Tnis conception and ideal of society is 
certainly not new. On the contrary, when we analyse the history of popular 
institutions - the clan, the village community, the guild and even the urban commune 
of the Middle Ages in their first stages - we find the same popular tendency to 
constitute a society according to this idea, a tendency, however, always trammelled 
by domineering minorities... It was only in the sixteenth century that a mortal blow 
was dealt to ideas cf local independence, to free union and organisation, to federation 
all of degrees among sovereign groups, possessing all functions now seized upon by 
the State. It was only then that the alliance between Church and the nascent power of 
Royalty put an end to an org£nisation, based on the principle of federation, which 
has existed from the ninth to the fifteenth century, and which had produced in 
Europe' the great period of free cities in the Middle Ages... It is now hardly thirty or 
forty years ago that we began to reconquer by struggle, by revolt, the first steps of the 
right of association, mat was freely practised by the artisans and the tillers cf the soil 
through the whole of the Middle Ages. And, already now, Europe: is covered by 
thousands of voluntary associations for study < and teaching, for industry, for 
commerce, science, art, literature, exploitation, resistance to exploitation, amusement, 
serious work, gratification and self-denial, for all that makes up the life of ai active 
and thinking being... These societies already begin to encroach everywhere on the 
functions of the State, and strive to substitute free action of volunteers for that o f a 
centralised State...

And when we mark the progress already accomplished in that direction, in 
spite of and against the state, whice tries by all means to maintain its supremacy of 
rece it origin; when we see how voluntary societies invade eve 
imp ded in their development by the state, we are forced to recc 
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powerful 

tend aicy, a latent force in modem society. And we ask ourselves this question: If, 
five, ten, or twenty years hence - it matters little - the workers succeed by revolt in 
dest oying the said mutual insurance society of landlords, bankers, priests,! judges 
and -oldiers; if the people become masters of their distiny for a few months, and lay 
han s on the nches they have created, and which belong to them by right- (will they 
real ■ begin to reconstitute that blood sucker, the State? Or will they not richer try to 
uigi use from the simple to the complex, according to mutual agreerhent [and to the 
infir.'itdy varied, ever changing needs of every locality, in order to secure the 
pos! jssion of these riches for themselves, to mutually guarantee one anotier's life, 
arid to produce what will be necessary for life? Will they follow the dominant

JUDE is one of the most interesting, most original bands around here. 
Apocalyptic industrial HC will break your head. If s not something for positive HC 
kids, they concentrate on black side of human nature with all horrible things around 
(dictatorship, oppression, slavery, wars, etc.). They have also visual on their shows. 
When I'm writing this, they released their first recording after 4 years existing, a split 
10" with DYSMORFOFOBIA (on Self Industry). New releases soon on Lagart. Their 
singer is a co-editor of "Sanctus Propaganda" fanzine. Their guitarists also play in 
other band called ZLODZIEJE ROWEROW. 

SANCTUS IUDA is planning to record an LP on near future. They have 
some songs in variuos comp. like "I Slaughter Singing Madly Anthem" 7" and "Zoro 
Benefit 2" LP. 

INFEKCJA is a very fast thrashy band in a vein of DROPDEAD, maybe a 
little bit slower. Some of them live in alternativecenter called "Rejon". INFEKCJA 
released an EP and split EP with SO WAR and two tapes. 

DIGUSTING LIES is a very fast crustpunk band with two 7" released, "Rich 
Man, Poor Man" (on Malarie) and split 7" with Japanese FACT (on MCR from 
Japan), and a demo tape. Their full length LP will be out soon from Malarie. 

MILITARY FLY is now 100% drug free band playing very original mixture 
of emo rock and HC. They released "Quod. Dicis Dornine" 7" in DIY way and two 
tapes-last one called "MF isn't For Mother Fucker" on SXE label Youth Culture. One 
of their members is a co-editor of the longest Polish SXE fanzine, "Reality". 

ROTTWEILLER as mid tempo HC/punk band with a 7" and 2 tapes 

released. 

MONEY DRUG is extremal crusty punk band. They're really good. Furious 
crust with harse vocals will break your head. They've split 7" with Finnish Wind Of 
Pain and live tape. 



7 GODZIN SNU are well known from their "anti-PC" and fanny "I'm Older- 
than-all-of-you" attitude. They're playing simple HC punk and they have one CD- 
split with SKTC and one demo tape. Their singer run one of the biggest and older 
DIY labels and mail order Enigmatic Records. 

SWIAT'CZAROWNIC is a much reggae-punk band, very melodic. They 
released "Hokka - Hey" CD. Their new records out soon on Pasazer Records. 
Member of ALIANS playing here. 

TOXIC BONKERS mixing furious crust with death metal and they are 
really powerful. 2 of their members played in HOMOMILITIA in times HOMO'S LP.

We must also know how to build, M i it 
is owing tjo not having thought about it that the masse? have always been led as ray 
m revolutions. After having demolished they abandoned the cars of 
u<ttion to the middle class people, who possessed a more or less pre ise 
of what they wanted to realise, and who consequently reconstin ed 
their own advantage. 

tt is why Anarchy, when it works to destroy authority in all its asp« :ts. 
ands that abrogation of all laws and the abolition of the mechanism tiat 
serves to riipose them, when it refuses all hierarchal organisation and preaches ree 
agreement - at the same time strives to maintain and enlarge the precious kerne of 
social customs without which no human or animal society can exist. Only, instea of 
demanding that these social customs should be maintained through the authority f a 
few, it demands it from the continued action of all. Communist customs nd 
institutions are of absolute necessity for society, not only to solve econc nic 
difficulties, but also to maintain and develop social customs that bring [people in 
contact with one another; they must be looked to for establishing such reiati ms 
between [people] that the interest of each should be the interest of all; and that his 
alone can unite [people] instead of dividing them... As to the impotence of repression 
- it is sufficiently demonstrated by the disorder of present society and by the 
neccessity of a revolution that we all desire or feel inevitable... .AH that was ar 
element of progress in the past or an instrument of moral and intellectual 




imp ovement in the human ra<;e is due to the practise of mutual aid, to the customs 
thai recognised the equality of [people] and brought them to ally, to unite, to 
ass> ciate for the process of producing and consuming, to unite for purposes of 
def nee, to federate and to recognise no other judges in fighting out their own 
diff rences than the arbitrators they took from their own midst. Each time these 
insl rations, issued from popiiar genius, when it had reconquered its liberty for a 
mo lent - each time these institutions developed in a new direction, the moral level of 
soc :ty, its material well-being, its liberty, its intellectual progress, and the affirmation 
of r .dividual originality made a step in advance. And, on the contrary, each time that 
in the course of history, whether following upon a forgein conquest, or whether by 
developing authoritarian prejudices men became more and more divided into 
go\ mors and governed, exploiters and exploited, the morel level fell, the well-being 
cf the masses decreased in orler to insure riches to a few, and the spirit of the age 
declined. 

Historv teaches us this, and from this lesson we have learned to have 
confidence in free Communist institutions to raise the moral level of j societies, 
debased by the practise of authority. Today we live side by side without knowing one 
smother. We come together at meetings on election day; we listen to the lying or 
fanciful professions- of faith in a candidate, and we return home. The State has the 
care of all questions of public interest; the State alone has the function of keeing that 
we do not ha^m the interests of our neighbour, and, if it fails in this, of punishing us 
it. order to repair the evil... In a Communist society such esfrangernjeht, such 
confidence in an outride force, could not exist. Communist organisation cannot be 
left to be construe :ed by legislative bodies called parliaments, municipal or 
communal councils. It must be the work of all, a natural growth, a product of the 
constructive gemus of the great mass. Communism cannot be imposed ftim above; 
it could not live for e ven a few months if the constant and daily co-operajtibn of all 
did not uphold it. It must be free. It cannot exist without creating a continual contact 
with between all for the thousands of common transactions; it cannot ma without 
creating local life, independent in the smallest unities - the blocks of houses, the 
street, the district, the commune. 1c would not answer its purpose if it did not cover 
society with a network of thousands of associations to satisfy its thousand needs; the 
necessaries of life, articles of luxury, of study, enjoyment, amusements, j And such 
associations cannot remain local and narrow; they must necessarily Ijcnd (as is 
already the case with leames societies, cyclist clubs, humanitarian societies, and the 
like) to become international... This, then, is the form - sociable institution \ of which

CZARNOBYL ZDROJ is very experimental, progressive punk band. Ifs 
hard to me to describe them. They have 2 records and one tape on Qqryq Production. 
Their video clip was on high commercial TV shows. 

FATE is definitely not my cup of tea, very melodic, sweet with tons of 
reggae/ska parts with male & female singers. I've heard that female singer left the 
band. Some of the lyrics are good but some aren't (kinda religious). Released 2 
records and many tapes. 

INKWIZYCJA back again after few years of silences. They were best band 
around in early 90% very critical towards Chatolic Church and their power, their 
lyrics are great, music was hard and sometimes very fast, sometimes slow! They 
released their first DIY records in Poland ("NA Wlasne Podobienstwo. "LP) new 7" is 
called "Slowo". Some of their members played in first Polish SXE band U.O.M. 

HOMOMILITIA is the most recognized abroad, and they are important to 
Polish scene. They were the first band in Poland singing about homophobia and 
sexism. Fast and raw punk with influences like NAUSEA RIPCHORD, etc, with 
singers of both sexes and simple but good lyrics. They toured across Europe many 
times, as well as Poland. They have a couple ,of releases - "Twoje Cialo Twoje 
Wybor" LP, split EP with Finnish FORCA MACABRA, split EP with Japanese 
DISCLOSE and 2 live tapes and one song on comp. "Let Them Eat Butterflies" 7" 
with bands from Baltic countries. They planned their new recordings but it seems 
they're very lazy, so I dont know if they'll able to make something new. 

ATOMICO PATIBULO from Warsaw playing very original kmd of HC, 
progressive with one member of DEZERTER. They calling their stuff art core. They 
released one CD on Qqryq. 

LA AFERRA is one of the band around, playing very intense, high energy 
HC with really good lyrics, mostly about eco-rnilitant stuff. These guys are very 
active into earth liberation so support them!!! They released "Ziemia Ginnie-Obudz 
Sia" LP and couple of tapes. New LP soon! ! !

Post Regiment") and couple of 
tapes and songs on comp. like "All Human Rights Reserved" CD or "Pasazer #12 
CD). Their new records has 32 ultre fast songs which are cover of older Warsaw band 
TRAGIEDIA and ifs recorded with members of this band. If s available both on CD 
and Vinyl format (LP on Wai Axe Recs. and Profane Existence/Skuld, and CD on 
Qqryq). 

APATIA playing great HG from 89 and they are one of a few bands playing 
more into HC style. It was my favorite Polish band in early 9Cs, and the/re still one 
of the best Polish bands.

It is evident that so profound 
a revolution producing itself in [people's] minds cannot be contained to the domam 
of ideas \ijithout expanding to the sphere of action... Consequently, the new ideas 
have provoked a multitude of acts of revolt in all countries, under all possible 
conditions: first, individual revolt against Capital and State, then, collective revolt - 
strikes and working-class insurections - boyh preparing, in [people's] minds as in 
actions, a revolt of the masses, of revolution...

What a multitude of homble deaths that are unknown to the 
public at large!... As long as society accepts the law of retaliation, as long as religion 
and law, the barrack and the law-courts, the prison and industrial penal servitude, the 
press and the school, continue to teach supreme contempt for the life of the 
individual - do not ask the rebels against that society to respect it. It would be 
exacting a degree of gentleness and magnanimity from them Infinitely supenor to 
that of the whole of society. If you wish, hke us, that the entire liberty' of the 
individual and, consequently, [her or] his life be respected, you are necessarily 
brought to repudiate the government of [one person] by [another], whatever shape h 
assumes; you are forced to accept the principles of Anarchy that you have spumed 
so long. You must then search with us for the forms of society that can best realise 
that ideal and put an end to all the violence that arouses your mcignahon.

There 
are warehouses around the country- rilled with newspapers plastic milk jugs: wailing to 
be recycled.

Glass: Clear, amber and green glass is recyclable; milk-white glass, platejgiiss, light 
bulbs and crystal are not. Before taking bottles or jars to the recycling center rinse 
ihem out; labels can stay on.

Roughly 90 percent of all old bottles can be made into new bottles, or iised by 
glarphalt to pave streets and in bricks, tiles and reflective paint for road signs. 

P iper: Recycle all newsprint, corrugated boxes, egg cartons, junk maiL telephone 
hoc :<s, computer cards and print-out paper. Waxed or plastic-coated csllophone 
car. lot be recycled, stack tie newspaper, breakdown cardboard. Recycled paper 
cor .es back as game boards, record jackets, grocery' store food boxes, book covers, 
gifi boxes, jigsaw puzzle, paper matches, game/show tickets and more. 

A uminum: Recycle all cans, foil, TV trays, ice-cube trays, aluminum siding, storm 
doc rs, windows, gutters and lawn furniture. One hundred percent of recy cled cans 
car be made into new cans. Other aluminum items are made into similar products or 
cas 'Jigs for car parts. 

> etal: Test all the metals with a magnet. If the magnet does stick to them,, they can 
be ecycled. Most ferrous metals like cast iron, steel sheet metal tin-coated metals 
an, bi-metal cans, can be recycled. For non-ferrous metals like nickej, bronze, 
CO] pa, brass and lead, first check with your recycler.

We involve thousands of very 
different people, we do not have membership.

At the moment the UK is in the grip of another agricultural panic because of "foot 
and mouth disease" which is resulting in tens of thousands of animal being killed all 
over the country. BSE is caused by the totally unnatural practices of farmers such as 
feeding cows agricultural waste such as cow flesh! British farmers, like fanners 
everywhere are drugging and abusing animals and destroying and polluting the 
environment. Britain's agricultural economy is a big thing to adress from the basis 
though of course it upsets all us vegans here to see the daily destruction of sick and 
even healthy animals on television. Most animal rights campaign address other 
industries such as vivisection which is easier to change and more sympathetic to the 
public. At the same time of course we are encouraging people to change their eating 
habits and this is effecting the meat and dairy industries. 

4. So, what is the reason of the Genetic Experiment-pollution and VCJD 
production, is Genetic Modification dangerous? 

The usual reason-evil greedy capitalist. They want seeds that can't grow, vegetables 
with preety colours but no vitamins and all sort of other totally unnecessary rubbish. 
The cause of VCJD is still unknown. It will be generations before we know the result 
of GM. If we let the GM industry get away with their abuse of power that in itself will 
be dangerous. Already their products have resulted sixains of indestructible insects 
and I am certain that many of their creations will continue to have adverse effects on 
animals, people and the environment.
